X large portion of the evening, Thurs- 


day, and of the Yorenoon, Friday, were 
occupied in hearing brief reports of the 
condition and scope1 of the various socie- 
ties throughout the State, and, in general, 
the reports showed, not only a gain in 
membership, hut a more healthy spirit ot 
work and co-operation in all of them. 


The report of the meetings is continued 


from 4 r. M., Thursday. At4 p. M., a dia- 
cussion oi tjhe topic of "Eleuects of Suc- 
cess in Our WorU," was opened by Mr. V. 
Richard Fofcs, of Portland. 


lllr. Foss said: 
Unity is an essential to suqcess and that 


personal npoearance must be sunk beneath 
the brotherly love of Christian Endeavor. 
The next element to success is faithful- 
ness—faithfulness 
In distinct ilines of 


work, keeping the main object in view. 
A thlrdjelemcnt of success is spirituality. 
The channel of the gospel must be pure, 
that it may have its full work into the 
higl eStlsuccess. 


(JjoJM. Ward, National Secretary, de- 


livered W interesting and instructive ad- 
drefs on the "Work at Large." , Speaking 
to a Maine audience, he said truly it <is 
yod * work. It began here, but, you could 
not|ioldit. It has gone forth and now Is 
trul f "at" large." 
It is in every State and 


terr tory but three. It has gone even to 
despsed Alaska and to China, Japan, 
Sandwich Islands, India, Scotland and Zu- 
luland;"'A to Z^.Alaska to Zululand," as 
MotierEudeavorClark has said. It has 
grown three hundred per cent, in one 
year. But the work is not to be estimated 
by f gures. The work is a Christian work 
and, is to be estimated by what is done for 
the Master.'

The State Superintendent, V. F. Toss, 


reported 7G societies In Maine, with 2,300 
members and 113 conversions for the year. 


T tie address of the evening was by Rev. 


F. E. Clark.of Boston, Mass., formerly of 
the Willistou church, Portland, and found- 
er of the first Society of Christian Endeav- 
or.

Dr. Clurk said this is the first time for 


several years that he- had addressed the 
Soc ety of Christian Endeavor in Maine, 
and that he was very glad of the opportu- 
nity now presented. Asking pardon for a 
personal allusion, he said that the question 
with him is whether he shall give up the 
wotk of the pastorate entirely nod devote 
his time a'nd energies to the work of the 
Soc ety of Christian Endeavor, and he had 
about .decided to give up his pastoijate and 
devDte himself to the work or this society. 
It wiU be a great wrench to break away 
from the pastorate, but he felt tllat It was 
his duty. 


Tbe essentials of this society are in the 


first place, that it is a religious society. 
ThU is the prime essential essencel 
It. is 


not literary or social chiefly. These should 
nevsr be put first, if they are. this whole 
woik will be a dismal failure. No, friends! 
Put religion first. Pat the Kingdom of 
Goc. in the foreground. 
Not only la It a 


society for religions work but it seeks to 
cou iiteract the aaqgers to which the youth 
of our land are liable. 


It is oar duty txvdo our whole work for 


Christ. Christian, nurture does not take 
tbe place of conversion. There is no other 
way of knowing Christ except by conver- 
sion . This society recognizes the spedlal 
dangers to the youth. One of ^hese dan- 
gers is that of being a silent Christian. 
These who are the most earnest are ever 
those who are the confessing Christians. 
There are exceptions, of course, but yoa 
will find In a general way that what I'aay 
In this respect, Is true. They whose names 
are simply on the.church boo is, but do not 
.speak, do not confess God, tare wrong in 
some portion of their Chlstlan life. This 
society baa sought to correct this error of 
the silent Christian. 


If yoa once open the mouth of the young 


Christian he will never be afraid to confess 
the Chriat for whom he speaks and for 
whom he lives. 


Another danger tbat besets the lyoung 


Christian Is that he will fold his hands In 
tbe work and be Idle. .This error has been 
fostered,; I am afraid, by the churches In 
the past. They bave felt tbat In the church 
the work was to be done by the older mem- 
bers. This society has been founded to' 
meet this error Iri a great measure. The' 
assistance to the church tbat these socie- 
ties of Christian Endeavor can give was' 
dwelt upon extensively by .the apeakeif and 
Illustrated by copious examples! He uVged 
tho Importance of committee work In the 
noclBty o: Christian Endeavor as anaeslst- 
ancA to' tbe church. Nothing could tie 
mote excellent than written reports from 
these committees.. Let ua make a special 
and definite thing of this committee work! 
. Tie society of Christian- Endeavor also 
recognizes . tbe danger ot the unherolo 
chrfs-.lanK'I&omtttaeB'think It .would be 
a wondirJnlly good thing tor the charoh, 
now,.

Yet, there is1 something of 
this hero worship jln the soul of all the 
young men worshiping the Lord Jesus 
Christ. We all believe that we ate In the 
apostolic succession] 
Shall we then fail 


In this work for Christ i 
Shal I we not be 


willing in some way to show th$t we are 
Christ's successors and heirs? ' 


In the^e meetings we do not: Intend to 


cultivate orators and eloquent j speakers. 
We simply desire to have our young peo- 
ple show where they stand; to show that 
they keep their colors flying, as our Chris- 
tian Endeavor hymn has It. 


The speaker touched briefly upon the 


matter o£ the pledge and urged 'the wis- 
dom of it in the organization of societies 
of Christian Endeavor. 
Promises mean 


less than pledges. 
Promises are general. 


Pledges are definite! and specific. 
Some 


people are always afraid of p edges, but 
we are always making pledges in this life. 
We can't buy on credit without we make 
a pledge. Pledges I should not be bug- 
bears. ' 


The sessionsof Friday forenoon were well 
attended. 
After the prayer-meeting add 


devotional 
services, 
discuss- ons 
were 


opened by J. W. Stevenson, State secre- 
tary, upon the subject of "Our Pledges." 


Mr. Stevenson gave an out,ine of the 


topic In well chosen language. 


First, as to the nature of pledges. What 


Is n pledge? In the sense In which we use 
it, It is a promise having the solemnity of 
avow. A pledge is also a security for 
money loaned,. 
A pledge in this sense 


does not necessarily mean disjonesty in 
the person making it, hut as tt e security 
given Is of a greater value than the money 
loaned, there will he a strong . nducement 
to redeem it. 
The speaker reviewed the 


pledges made in the S. C. JS., and entitled 
them the security that Its meubers give 
for the performance of certain duties, and 
neither in this case does it Imply any dis- 
hon^sty in the one making it, but only a 
powerful Incentive to the redemption of 
promises. 
' 


The security is ourselves in character. 


We are pledged to be present at all meet- 
Ings unless detained by some absolute 
necessity, and each one will take some 
part, however slight, in everv meeting. 
The spirit |of the pledge cannot be mis- 
taken. 


Mr. Stevenson reviewed the pledges ijn 


their varied interpretation, and from this 
point passed to the discussion ol the sub- 
ject under, the head of '''Objections to Our 
Pledges." They say that it is better not 
to make a promise than to break one. 
This is true in some cases, but not in 
this. In tnls case the promise does not 
create responsibility, it only increases it. 
The responsibility was pre-existent: 
The 


alien who comes>to our shores it. under ob- 
ligation to obey our laws, even though he 
has not promised to do so. 
Thsy say in 


modification of the first objection. "Your 
pledges are too stringent." Our objection 
is that experience proves the reverse. 


The speaker reviewed in & practical way 


the cflect of "our pledges," and displayed 
in a clear and striking way, their advan- 
tages. They deepen the sense of obliga- 
tion. They set us on a firm foundation. 
They also produce a marked effect in our 
associates. 
Iri closing, Mr. S.evenson 
said: 


"It seems scarcely nesessary to say 


more than a word on the importance of 
the pledges. This Is a world of depen- 
dences. Nothing, no being is independent, 
except God only. Hence the life we live 
must be one of trust. 
Trustworthiness 


alone can preserve the balance o! the uni- 
verse. It is therefore important that we 
be loyal enoagh to make our pledges, and 
true enough to keep them, that we may 
have a share in the grand work of restor- 
ing the balance of the moral universe. 


At 10 A. M.J the discussion of the topic 


of the work of committees was cpened bv 
Miss Florence M. Bunt, of Gray, mho 
spoke very, ably and interestkgty upon 
the topic of the "Look Out Committee." 
An abstract of Miss Hunt's admirable 
paper is as fellows: 


In opening, Miss Hunt stated her design 


to confine her attention to the individual 
part of the Lookout Committee, and .some 
of the necessary qualifications for such a 
member. 
1 


One of the most essential requisites is • 


that members of this committee should 
be they who are best fitted to lead others. 
The most necessary qualification for this 
end should be Christian conversation. 


• The speaker Illustrated this point by 
bopious examples from 
Scripture, and 


fcrqru lay history. 
In our daily life we 


should not unsay anything that we have 
said in our meetings. Christian conversa- 
tion is not a natural gift, but it i i an art to 
jbe cultivated. It 4s a duty, also, to be as- 
sumed. We should esteem. no sacrifice 
too great to attain It. For theaccompllsh- 
mentoftbls purpose, God has promised 
to help us and give us the ass stance of 
the Holy Spirit. Surface talk Is noqwant- 
ed, but such talk as one can see intultlve- 


forth of the soul from the depths of be- 
ing. 
. 


The glorious opportunities 'in regard to 


iassociate members was dwelt up an in de- 
tail. It's our duty to keep them. Lose 
none through neglect. 
Forget not the 


small duties 
towards them. 
We shall 


"sow beside all i waters," "be Enatant in 
season and out of season." 


Another qualification is Christian spirit 


or enthusiasm. Christian enthusiasm Is 
4God in us." Enthusiasm is contagious. 
We must make our religion a living reality, 
a part of our very life, I not a garment to 
put on and take i off. 
Christian faith and 


purity shall haye their place. 
We can 


have too much of neither. 


The topic of work of the prayer meet- 


ing committee was discussed bv B. H. 
Winslow of Saco, Me. 


Mr. i Winslow said: The work covers 


two distinct points. 
First, to provide a 


suitable leader, and second, to furnish a 
subject which is announced at least one 
week in advance, 


TTpon the leader depends much the suc- 


cess of the meeting, but It would be but a 
short sighted policy to present always the 
one or twQ good leaders who are sore to 
have a good meeting, but who, if they do 
al I the work, would leave the society sadly 
crippled should they die or move away. 
Bather should the wise prayer meeting 
committee labor! earnestly to obtain the 
consent of the weaker members to lead 
the meeting occasionally, knowing that 
this duty, attempted In faitn, brings a 
blessing In the aoul of the leader, ana not 
Infrequently develops talent iltherto un- 
known.

Freshness and interest, the<best accom- 


paniments for a profitable subject, are also 
augmented by changes In the leadership 
of the meetings. Happy the church like 
the First Baptist church, of Rochester, 
N. Y,, of whom we heard, recently, that 
she had seventy-five! young men qualified 
to lead a prayer meeting. 


We like the idea of having the president 


BBSS or other order of service. If any, call- 
ing upon the leader appointed for the de- 
votional meeting at the proper time, and 
occupying tbe platform with h m during 
all the service. -This gives dignity,to the 
meeting, as well as encouragement to the 
weak brother who may be toe leader, and 
It makes a^llgbt distinction between oar 
meetings and the other meetings of the 
Church. 


can be made a powerful gospel service 
with appropriate Scripture and remarks 
Interspersed. 
A "promise meeting," a 


"thanksgiving meeting," or a service in 
which the sentiments are expressed by 
versee of hymns, give variety and fresh- 
ness. 


The wise prayer meeting committee will 


be on the lookout .for new ideas for sub- 
jects and will gather them from various 
sources. 
The various' handbooks on 


"Methods of Church Work," "How to 
Conduct Prayer Meetings," etc., contain 
lists of subjects which are suggestive. 


An idea, borrowed from a church in 


Bangor, is for theyonng people to commit 
to memory Some assigned chapter in the 
Bible each month of the .year, and at one 
meeting a month this chapter is repeated 
In concert. 


The prayer meeting committee needs 


wisdom from above for the wise, improve- 
ment of the grand opportunities before it, 
but our generous Lord, has not left us to 
the dismayed plea, "who is sufficient for 
these things?" He has taken the respon- 
sibility Himself, saying, "I will make you 
fishers of men." 
"I am with you alway," 


and with a belief in Christ and in the neces- 
sity of the work "all things are possible to 
him that belleveth." 


The reports from societies were of deep 


interest and very encouraging. 
Twentv- 


elght societies reported by delegates pres- 
ent at conference. 


Rev. Mr. Davis, of Japan, spoke of Ills 


work4n that distant land, and that the 
principle of Endeavor was largely entering 
Into the work there, although the distinct- 
ive features had until the present time 
been unknown. 


At the opening of the afternoon session 


a constitution was adopted for the State 
Union, and the following officers were 
elected: President, V. Eichard Foss; vice 
presidents, H. W. Oakes; George, Chandler, 
Mrs. 
P.lL. Chase; secretary, and treasurer, 
James W. Stevenson. 


The committee on credentials reported 


twenty-nine societies registered; delegates 
present exclusive of Lewiston. delegates, 
one hundred and -twenty-one. 
The com- 


mittee on resolutions reported ai follows-: 


The finance cpmmittee recommend that 


the societies represented pledge, say two 
dollars each to the work of the State 
Union. Seventy-five dollars were pledged 
in smns ranging from two to ten dollars. 


The convention closed with a farewell 


meeting conducted by State Superintendent 
V. R. Foss. 
The floral' decorations at- 


tracted particular attention for their pro- 
fusion and beauty.
